Zoning Contracts Sent 
To Barrington Land 
Owners; Covers 45 sq. mi. 


Specimen contracts outlining the 
restrictions and purposes of a pri­ 
vate zoning 
agreement 
for the 
rural and estate area outside the 
village of Barrington were sent 
out to 320 property owners last 
week. 
The specimen contracts, or in­ 
dentures, are for a 20-year period 
and list a number of restrictions 
on the use of estate, residential 
and farm land for that period. 
Roadside stands, billboards, tav­ 
erns, mines or quarries, gasoline 
service stations, inns or rooming 
houses, slaughterhouses, airports, 
bathing 
places, 
tourist camps, 
manufacturing or mercantile build­ 
ings and other businesses consid­ 
ered obnoxious to residential prop­ 
erty are prohibited by the contract. 
The private zoning plan pro­ 
poses that 45 square miles of prop­ 
erty, or 28,000 acres of land will 
be brought into the plan. This arca 
is approximately one-quarter the 
size of the city of Chicago. 
After the contracts have been 
read by the *120 property owners 
they are to be returned to the 
Countryside Assn. along with cri­ 
ticisms or objections.

Modern roads and ra ­ 
dios are twin foes of the tw entieth 
century public enemy.

ber or kidnapper to successfully 
ply his “trade.” 
The most im portant part of any 
crime is the getaw ay. 
Not so 
long ago, gunmen found the per­ 
fect answ er to this problem in cer­ 
tain rural sections of the nation. 
High-powered automobiles brought 
m etropolitan crim e to the Am eri­ 
can countryside. The com parative 
isolation of these sections made 
them ideal for quick “jobs,” easy 
getaw ays and safe hideouts.

protection as his city cousin. Sec­ 
tions of the United States in which 
the law breaker can feel safe from 
pursuit are steadily becoming few­ 
er.

Unemployed 
Rail Workers 
May Get Benefits 


Railroad workers who are un­ 
employed and who earned $150 or 
more in 1938 in railroad work may 
now get benefits under the Rail­ 
road Unemployment Insurance Act 
which w’ent into active operation 
July I, the Railroad Retirem ent 
Board pointed out today. Such un­ 
employed workers should register 
and file a claim for the benefits at 
the last railroad for which they 
worked or, if located at some dis­ 
tance away from their last job, at 
the nearest office of a railroad. 


The Railroad Unemployment In­ 
surance Act is a Federal Act es­ 
tablishing a national system of 
unemployment insurance for rail­ 
road workers. The Act is admin­ 
istered by the Railroad Retirement 
Board which also adm inisters the 
Railroad Retirem ent Act. The plan 
of operation worked out in co­ 
operation with railroad employers 
and labor organizations provides 
for prompt handling of claims and 
payment of benefits. All the un­ 
employed applicant has to do is 
to go to the forem an on his last 
job who, if not himself authorized 
to accept registrations, will be able 
immediately to put the applicant 
in touch with the person who is so 
authorized. 
The importance of registration 
by the worker when he becomes un­ 
employed or as soon thereafter as 
possible, the Board points out, lies 
in the fact th at his days of unem­ 
ployment cannot count either to­ 
ward his “waiting period” or as 
days of unemployment for which 
he will receive benefits until he 
registers and properly 
files 
his 
claim.
